Wheat  and  flcur  together  comprise  the  second  most  important  agri- 
cultural export  of ’the  United  States,  heing  exceeded  only  by  the  value  of 
cotton.  During  1925f-1929,  the  quantity  sent  to  foreign  countries  had  an 
average  value  of  ^275,052,000  'vhich  'vas  nearly  6 per  cent  of  all  exp'Orts 
and  14  per  cent  of  all  agricultural  exports.  Recent  years  have  been 
mar’ced  by  increasing  competition  from  Canada,  Argentina  rnd  Australia. 
Then  Russia  vill  again  resume  her  pre-.var  position  as  an  exporter  of 
■vheat  and  become  a formidable  corapetiton  is  still  undetermined. 


With  the  exception  of  18-36-37,  exports  fro'm  the  United  States  have 
exceeded  imports  every  yeai'  in  histoi-y.  A siccession  of  sbort  crops  for 
several  preceding  years  made  it  necessary  for  us  to  import  2,389,000 
bushels  more  wheat  in  1836-37  than  -ve  exported.  For  more  than  sixty 
years  after  the  establishment  of  the  national  government,  most  of  the 
vheat  was  produced  east  of  the  Mississippi.  Production  rose  rapidly  but 
most  of  the  increase  v/as  consumed  at  home  by  a gro /ing  population  and  ex- 
ports vere  companat ively  small  ranging  betveen  1,000,000  bushels  and 
26,000,000  bushels  annually.  One  of  the  obstacles  to  our  export  trade 
had  been  the  English  Corn  Laws  under  which  wheat  and  flour  paid  heavy 
import  duties.  After  tlie  repeal  of  these  lavs  in  1846  there  was  aobetter 
foreign  demand  for  American  grain  and  this  fact  together  with  the  rapid 
advancement  in  rail  construction  and  the  remarkable  development  of  the 
great  wheat  areas  vest  of  the  Mississippi  resulted  in  larger  exports  of 
wheat  and  flour.  With  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  southern  markets 
were  closed  to  northern  wheat,  creating  a large  surTjlus  /hich  was  thus 
thrown  into  foreign  channels  and  increased  our  exports  enormously, 

A decline  followed  the  close  of  the  Civil  V»‘'ar , another  great  sur- 
plus producing  period  1880-1903  was  follo'wod  by  a decade  of  falling  exports 
until  1914-15  when,  stimulated  by  the  Groat  War  and  resulting  high  prices 
net  exports  surpassed  all  previous  records  reaching  3^5,162,000  bushels. 
Average  net  exports  of  /heat  Including  flour  during  the  last  five  years, 
1925-1929  amounted  to  177,247,000  bushels,  .an  increase  of  71,783,000 
bushel s"6r  68  por  cent  over  the  1910-191-4  average  and  comparing  favorably 
with  the  record  y^ai’S  1893-1902.  (See  Fig.  l]  The  opening  of  the  new 
wheat  land  west  of  the  Missouri  river  .and  the  use  of  the  tractor  and 
Combine  harvester  h.ave  contributed  to  the  maintenance  of  the  position  of 
the  United  States  as  a -vheat  exnorter. 


The  United  Eingdom  is  the  leading  rna,rxot  for  Aurrican  wheat  and 
flour,  a position  she  has  held  sinc-i  1859-60.  Much  of  it  is  shipped 
directly  to  British  ports  but  a large  portion  also  goes  out  by  way  of 
Canada.

Oar  first  complete  record  of  ary  imports  was  in  1823-24  v;hen  .ve 
received  less  than  2,000  bushels  of  -vheat  Including  flour  from  foreign 
coantries.  It  //as  not  until  1916-17  that  imports  exceeded  12,000,000 
bushels.  While  the  last  fe.v  years  shovy  a gradual  decline  from  the  high 
point  of  1920-21  when  we  imported  nearly  57,682,000  bushels  v/e  still  im- 
port ai^proximately  10  times  as  much  as  -we  did  before  the  War.  Most  of  our 
imports  come  from  Canada,  nearly  all  of  which  is  received  in  the  form  cf 
grain,  to  be  ground  in  bond  to  produce  flour  for  export.  Because  of  its 
high  quality  and  protein  content,  millers  in  the  United  States  use  this 
hard  Canadian  grain  to  mix  with  our  softer  wheats  in  order  to  produce  the 
"strong"  flour  which  is  desired  for  modern  baxing  methods. 

Reexports  which  were  first  reported  in  1636-37  are  comparatively 
small,  much  of  the  time  running  less  than  1,000,000  bushels.  In  only 
four  years,  1853,  1854,  1867  and  1896,  have  reexports  exceeded  2,000,000 
bushels. 

V/heat 

Prior  to  1946-47  exports  of  wheat  had  never  amounted  to  as  much 
as  2,000,000  bushels  annually  and  were  only  a small -part  of  the  total  ex- 
ports of  wheat  including  flour,  and  in  4 of  those  years,  1835-1836  had  been 
more  than  offset  by  imports.  The  years  which  follow  show  considerable 
fluctuation  but  a very  decided  increase  in  exports  of  wheat  grain  and  dur- 
ing the  last  five  years  at  least  67  per  cent  of  the  total  exports  of  wheat 
including  flour  has  gone  out  in  the  form  of  v;heat.  Average  iiet  e>q)orts  of 
wheat  during  1925-1929  amounted  to  118,479,000  bushels  or  more  than  double 
the  pre-war  average.  Between  80  per  cent  and  90  per  cent  finds  its  7/ay  to 
European  markets  either  direct  or  by  way  of  Canada.  The  average  export 
value  of  'Wheat  reached  the  lowest  point  in  1894-95  //hen  it  averaged  58  cents 
pier  bushel  and  reached  the  peax  in  1919-20  //hen  it  amounted  to  $2.50  per 
bushel.  Since  1920*'2l,  the  average  export  value  has  ranged  bet’woen  ^"pl.!! 
and  $1.57  por  bushel.  These  figures  do  not  tdce  into  account  vitiations  in 
the  value  of  the  dollar. 

Wheat  flour 

Just  beiore  the  Civil  War  when  exports  of  '//heat  began  to  climb 
another  interesting  change  w/as  taking  place.  Various  European  countries 
had  been  giving  protection  to  their  milling  interests  with  the  result  that 
American  flour  which  had  constituted  over  90  per  cent  of  our  exports  went 
for  the  most  pai^t  to  the  V/est  Indies  and  South  America.  Exports  of  wheat 
exceeded  those  of  flour  for  the  first  time  in  1860-61  and  since  then  the 
proportion  exported  as  flour  has  rarely  been  over  45  per  cent.  Daring  the 
years  that  flour  represented  the  bulk  of  the  export  trade,  actual  quantities 
were  relatively  small  and  prior  to  1878-79  had  never  exceeded  4,900,000 
barrels.  The  introduction  of  new  rolling  processes  about  this  time  gave 
a new  impetus  to  the  milling  industry  and  in  conseqaonce  there  was  an 
increase  in  exports  of  flour.  The  decline  which  set  in  about  1904-05 
lasted  until  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War  'when  exports  rapidly  advanced 
and  reached  their  highest  point  in  1918-19  with  an  export  of  more  than 
24,182,000  barrels. 
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¥or  the  most  part  increases  in  exjjorts  of  flour  l:ave  coincided 
with  increases  in  exports  of  wheat,  the  onl,v  year  showing  a reverse 
situation  being  in  1917-18  vhen  wheat  exx)orts  readied  a very  low  level, 
amounting  to  only  a little' over  74,119,000  bushels  v/hi^.e  the  amount  of 
flour  sent  to  foreign  countries  was  nearly  21,860,000  bushels.  Conserva- 
tion of  ocean' tonnage  was  then  irnperat  ive' and  'favoned  the  shipping  of  ■ 
flour.  Average  net  exports  of • flour'  duhihg  1925^29' amounted  to  12,504,000 
barrels  as  against  an  average  of  10,551,000  barrels  during  the  five  years 
immediately  preceding  the  war.  Flour  shows  a scattered  distribution.  Dur- 
ing the  last  fe-w  years  European  countries  have  taxen  between  75  and  45  per 
cent  of  our  total  exports;  Cuba  and  the  other  ''.Vest  Indies  at  least  15 'per 
cent  and  the  ma.ior  portion  of  the  romainder  has  gone  to  China  and  the 
Philippines. 

Bread  and  biscuit 

ITet  eiq^orts  of  bread  ana  biscuit  show  little  variation  but  with  a 
general  dovm’ward  trend  during  th'3  later  post-war  years.  Host  of  the  ex- 
ports go  to  Canada,  Llexico,  the  West  Indies  and  So.ith  Anerican  countries. 

Hacaroni . vermicelli  and  all  similar  preparations 

United  States  imports  of  'macaroni  increased  greatly  and  almost  con- 
tinuously up  until  the  dutbreai-c  of  the  V/orld  V/ar,  'most  of  the  imports  coming 
from  Italy.-  With  the  opening  of  hostilities,  Italian  imports  of  durum  urh eat 
which  that  time  came  mostly  from  Russia  v;ere  almost  entirely  cut  off  so 
that  Italian  exports  of  wheat  pastes  were  greatly  reduced.  During  this 
period  the  macaroni  industry  in  the  United  States  was  greatly  expanded  and 
succeeded  not  only  in  supplying  -domestic  demands  but  to.  a large  extent 
supplanted  Italy  in  the  r.iarhets  of  Uorth  American  co'untries  aaod  to  some 
extent  in  the  United  Kingdom.  As  yet  Italy  has  not  been  able  to  recover 
much  of  this  loss  and  our  exj^orts  continue  to.  increase.  During  the  last 
five  years  average  exports  have  exceeded  our  imports  by . 4,397 ,000 ..pounds. 

Bran  and  middlings 

One  of  the  important  by-products  of  'heat  -s  bran  and  middlings  but 
exports  .'.ire  comparatively  unimportant  and  even  beiore  the  ".'orld  War,  were 
more  than  offset  by  imports  which  come  mostly  from  Canada.  Average  net 
imports  during  1925-1929  amounted  to  245,000  long  tons  or  more  than  4 times 
the  net  imports  in  1913-14, 

Rye  and  rv-s  :^lour 

In  comparison  with  ’wheat,  United  States  production  of  rye  is  small 
but  a large  ]oercentage  of  the  ci’op  i s -exported.  In  recent  years  from  l/4 
to  1/2  of  the  total  production  has  been  sent  to  foreign  countries.  Formerly 
Russia,  Germany,  Hungary  and  the  ITetherlands , supolied  the  major  portion  of 
the  rye  entering  into  the  channels  of  world  trade  but  the  World  War  cut  off 
these  supplies  thus  stimulating  production  in  this  country,  Canada  and 
Argentina.  United  States  nroduction  has  continue'd  at  a high,  level  and 
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European  importing  countries  still  furnish  favorable  markets  for  our 
airplus.  V/hile  a part  of  thi  s'  grain  leaves  ,the  country  through  our 
Atlantic  coast  ports,  a very  large  volume  of.  United  States  rye  finds 
its  way  tb  foreign  markets  through  Montreal  and  Canadian  seaboard  ports. 

.In  the  early  days  of  the  republic,  rye  'enjoyed  considerable  favor 
as  a bread  grain,  many 'of  the  settlers  from  Germany  and  Sweden  preferring 
it  to  wheat.  Domestic  consumption  'tcept  pace  .vith  production  leaving 
little  for  export  but  with  the  inporvement  in  tlBir  economic  status, 
people  began  to  showaa  decided  preference  for  bread  made  from  vheat 
flour.  Prior  to  1873-74  exports  of  rye  had  never  reached  1,000,000 
bushels  and  with  few  exceptions  were  comparatively  unimportant  until 
the  outbreak:  of  the  World  Y/ar.  The  peak:  of  the  export  trade  was  reached 
in  192:3-23  when  net  exports  of  r;;^/e  including  flour  amounted  to  51,564,000 
bu^iels.  Daring  the  last  5 years,  net  ex}vorts  have  averaged  24,083,000 
bushels  or  more  than  27  times  the  average  net  exports  immediately  preced- 
ing the  war.  (See  Fig.  2) 

Exports  of  rye  flour  are  very  small,  most  of  the  shipments  going 
out  in  the  form  of  grain.  Imports  of  both  rye  and  rye  flour  are  of  minor 
importance.  In  1896-97  rye  had  an  average  export  value  of  43  cents  per 
bushel,  the  lowest  on  record  and  was  highest  in  1920-21  when  it  averaged 
^2.03  per  bushel. 

Shipments  of  wheat  and  wheat  products  to 
Alas.’^a.  Hawaii  and  Porto  Pico 

Annual  purchases  of  wheat  including  flo'ur  by  our  outlying  posses- 
sions of  Alasxa,  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  remain  fairly  stationary,  amounting 
to  between  2,000,000  bushels  and  3,000,000  bushels  more  than  half  of  it 
going  to  Porto  Rico.  Hawaii  taxes  small  quantities  of  wheat  grain  but  with 
this  exception  practically  all  of  the  shix^ments  go  out  as  flour.

The  uind,  quantity  and  value  of  expoidjed  merchandise 
are  ascertained  from  the  shipner’s  export  declarations  filed  by  the  ex- 
porters vvith  the  collector  of  customs  at  tho  port  of  exportation.

MILLI17G  IIT  JOIID  AIIP  EaPOPT  - There  are  tuo  separate  and 
distinct  provisions  in  the  Tariff  Act  of  1922  under  vhich  foreign  wheat 
may  be  imported  for  'milling  in  onnd  and  export.  One  of  these  provisions 
is  xnO-'/n  as  the  dr;i.vbacx  provision;  the  other  provision  is  commonly 
referred  to  as  the  milling  xjrovision  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  milling 
of  .vheat  in  oond  for  export.  Both  y^rovisions  are  general  provisions  of 
law  that  h^ve  been  in  effect  for  many  years.  It  is  under  these  provisions 
that  imyjorted  vheat  is  manufactured  or  processed  in  the  United  States 
without  paying  the  regular*  imp-ort  duty.  Eowovar,  this  concession  is  con- 
ditioned upon  the  roquireraont  that  the  manufactured  product  must  be  ex- 
ported from  tho  United  States.  The ■ applicet ion  of  these  provisions  has 
boon  tho  subioct  of  much  confusion  and  mu  sanderstan'^ ing,  md  it  may  there- 
fore be  -.veil  to  examine  each  of  these  provisions  in  some  detail. 

UPA'.VBAC^^  PPOVISIOIT 


The  so-called  irawbacc  y^rovision  will  be  found  in  Section  31S  of 
the  Tariff  Act  of  1922.  Under  the  terms  of  this  provision  the  full  MO'unt 
of  the  duty  fixed  by  law  (42  cents  a bushel  :;t  the  present  time)  is  paid 
by  the  importer  vhon  tlxo  vheat  is  i'my;orted  into  this  country.  A refund  of 
99  per  cent  of  the  duty  so  yjai  1 is  secured  by  the  miller  upon  the  exporta- 
tion of  the  flour  or  other  by-y>roducts  mad.e  from  the  irny;ortod  wheat.  As 
above  pointed  out,  tho  Iravbac'x  yrrovision  is  a genor^.l  provision  of  lav; 
that  has  been  in  force  for  many  yo.irs;  it  ap 'olios  not  only  to  'wheat  and 
wheat  flour  'but  to  all  man'uf actures  made  from  imported  products.  Tl^e 
drawbac.:  clause  first  appocired  in  the  T..,riff  .Act  of  July  4,  1789,  the  first 
tariff  law  passed  by  Congress  under  the  Constitution.  As  re-enacted  in  the 
tariit  lav;  of  1922,  however,  thi  s y'.rovision  contains  a special  piroviso  to 
the  effect  that  no  dravbach  shall  be  allowed  unless  at  least  30  per  cent 
of  the  lomostic  wheat  shall  be  mixed  v;ith  the  imported  wheat. 
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The  dr.T.vbac;c  of  the  duty  P'lid  on  imj)ortod  v/heat  c-innot  be  obtained 
until  after  the  flour  made  from  such  -.vhoat  has  been  exported  from  the 
United  States  and  is  shown  to  have  actually  arrived  in  the  foreign  country 
of  destination.  American  millers  are  not  availing  themselves  very  exten- 
sively of  the  drawback  proviso  and  the  amount  of  wheat  on  which  a drawback 
has  been  allowed  is  therefore  relativelv  small  in  comparison  with  the  wheat 
imported  for  milling  in  bond  and  export  under  the  milling  provision,  as 
indicated  in  the  following  statement. 

THE  MILLirU  FROVISIOIT 

The  milling  provision,  like  the  drawback  clause,  is  a general  pro- 
vision of  law;  and  relates  to  the  manufacture  of  imported  goods  in  a bonded 
manufacturing  vvareiiouse , This  provision  is  similar  to  that  contained  in 
laws  enacted  in  prior  years,  and  in  the  Tariff  Act  of  1922  will  be  found 
In  Section  311.  Under  the  terms  of  this  section,  a flour  mill  or  part 
of  a mill  is  technically  placed  under  bond,  in  accordance  vvlth  regulations 
prescribed  by  the  United  States  Treasury  Department.  No  duty  is  paid  on 
the  w;heat  imported  under  this  provision,  but  the  law,  as  enacted  in  the 
Tariff  Lav;  of  1922,  ma’-^es  it  Imperative  that  all  of  the  flour  made  from 
such  imported  v;}Teat  must  be  exported  from  the  United  States.  The  millfeeds 
ani  other  by-produCts  may  be  entered  for  corsumption  in  this  country  upon 
tile  payment  of  the  regialar  duty,  which  at  the  present  time  is  7y  per  cent 
ad  valorem. 


liffORTS  DOR  COITSULIFTIOiy  - Embrace  articles  entered  for  immediate 
consumption  and  imported  .articles  withdrawn  from  warehouse  for  consumption. 
The  statement  of  general  imports  and  the  statement  of  imports  entered  fon 
consumx)tion  for  aiy;  p>eriod  vWill  always  differ  to  the  extent  that  the  value 
of  entries  for  »warehouse  for  the  period  differs  from  the  value  of  with- 
draw/als  from  v/arehouse  for  consumption.  The  term  "entry  for  consurcpt icn" 
is  the  technical  name  of  the  import  entry  made  at  the  customhouse  and 
Implies  that  the  goods  have  been  delivered  into  the  custody  of  the  importer 
and  that  the  duties  have  been  paid  on  the  dutiable  portion.  Some  of  them 
may  be  afterward  exported.  Imports  for  consumption  were  first  reported  in 
1867  and  published  in  1868. 


KII.'D,  QUAITITY  AID  VALUE  OF  IMPORTS  - The  xind , quantity  of  value 
of  imported  merchandise  :ar*e  ascertained  from  the  entry  filed  by  the  im- 
porter o,t  the  customhouse. 

The  value  of  imported  merchandise  as  shovm  in  the  statistical 
tables  is  the  foreign  value  or  the  export  value,  whichever  is  higher; 
that  is,  the  raaraet  value  or  the  price  at  v/hich  the  merchandise,  at  the 
time  of  exportation  to  the  United  States  is  offered  for  sale  in  the  prin- 
cipal jnanxets  of  the  Country  from  which  exported,  including  the  cost  of 
Containers  or  coverings  and  all  expenses  incident  to  placing  the  merchan- 
dise in  condition  ready  for  sdApment  to  the  United  States.

TIORCOT'^TIGUOUS  TERRITORY  - In  the  statistics  of  Foreign  commerce 
of  the  United  States,  the  Philipnine  Islands  and  Virgin  Islands  of 
the  United.  States  are  treated  as  foreign  countries. 

The  statistics  of  foreign  commerce  include  the  trade  of  the 
customs  districts  of  Alas^ca,  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  with  foreign  coun- 
tries but  since  1902  do  not  include  the  trade  of  these  territories 
with  the  United  States. 

In  1903,  the  trade  with  Alas.-ca,  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  was  for 
the  first  time  iully  and  definitely  recorded  (see  Commerce  and  Havi- 
gatlon  of  the  United  States,  1903,  Vol.  1,  page  31).  Therefore 
seriarate  tables  have  been  compiled  showing  shipments  from  the  United 
States  to  Alasxa,  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  1903  - 1929, 

The  collection  of  statistics  of  trade  with  all  noncontiguous 
territory  was  authorised  by  an  act  of  Congress,  April  29,  1902.
